It is a matter of geoeral comment 


President Grant had a reputation of 
a close mouth; but even he 
took certiin Senators into his confi- 
dence. But even President Arthur's’ 
clesest friends, nor those who are most 
interested, even Cabinet officers, who 
desire to be relieved, appear to have 
no knowledge of his plans. Secretary 
Windom gays he has no kaowledge 
who’ his successor will be, and Attor- 
ney-General MacVeagh is credited 
with being anxious to get out of the 
Cabinet as soom as possible, and is re- 
ported es saying that he does aot 
know when his-resiguation will be ac- 
cepted. Senator Cameron was asked 
recently in reference to Cabinet chau- 
ges, but 23 — ignorancy on 
the subject. Hawley, of Con- 
nécticut, said be knew nothing what- 
ever of the President's plans. The 
same statement is made by those who 
are received at the President's resi 
dence. A-Jsolutely nothin g has leaked 
out as to the President’s intentions, 
although the impression prevails that 
some Cabinet nominations will be sent 
to the Senate at an early day. 


PRESIDENT ARTHUR. 


This is the fitst time ia the history 
of the country when the President 
alii Vice-President were members of 
different political partics. This time 
it did not occur in the natural order 
of political affairs, but is one of the 
results of the assassin Gulteau's bul- 
let, which caused the death of Presi- 
dent Garfield avd placed another in 
the position to which he was elected. 
Except as presiding officer of the Sen- 
ate, the Vice-President is a mer: figure- 
head, haviog no du ies assigned him, 
so tliat it really makes no difference to 
the public whether be is a Democrat 
or a Republican, except in the event 
of the death ar disability of the Presi- 
dent, when, as in tlie case ef Arthur, 
he would become Chief Executive of 
the Republic. Those who talk about 
the possibilities of Senator Bayard of 
Delaware becoming Pre ident, must 
remember that the law provides ior a 
new election in case both the Presi- 
dent and Vice-President vacate the 
office. The death or disab.lity of 
President Arthur would devolve the 
duties of President upon the Presi- 
dent of the Senate only for the period 
the law allows for preparation tor a 
new election.

Tt is now 
stated that the loss on the California 
mill will reach at least $100,000. 
After the fire was partly subdued, 
two bolies, charred beyond recogni- 
tion, were found in the rear of the 
buildivg in which the fire started.

Col. Moore 
came out of the door about the time 
Cogan did, with en overcoat over his 
arm. He and 1 took hold of Scoville 
to help him. I had no idea or intima- 
tion that there would be trouble. 

In answer to General Clarke—I am 
not a stockhulder except as an original 
subseriber--only that one share was 
put in my name that day in order to 
make me eligible. Went from Judge 
Webster's house; met there Moore,

Had been in bed and got 
up and walked out in che sun. Went 
in to Dunham's photograph gallery. 
Going back I fell in with Mr. Sco- 
ville. *Passing the Arcade Hotel Dave 
MoFarlaud said. “‘Jadge Webster 
was here asking for you. I think he 
wanted you to take dinner.” I went 
to the house and found some of the 
gentlemen there and others came later. 
We taiked about the stockbolders’ 
meeting. We arranged to go to the 
meeting and exercise our rights to 
elect Directors. The last I remember 
of Judge Wheeler he had risen from 
his seat. The only person I saw 
seized was McMechan. IIe was hold- 
ing on to his chair and hanging back. 
Cross-examined by Webster—I saw 
no pistol in the hands of Cogan or 
any one inside the room. Did not see 
him enter the room in a stooping 
posture. I think he came in when 
Fowler called and went over to Mc- 
Mehan. I am not clear as to recog- 
vizing these individuals in such a mo- 
ment of excitement. Did not see Mr. 
Hilliard come in to middle room. He 
was in the outer room when I went in. 
J. &. Cruse sworn—I live in Reno. 
Am working on the Nevada & Oregun 
Railroad in Col. Moore’s employ. 
Have a team engaged in scraping. 
Commenced on the 28th of August.

Michael Maloney sworn—Lived in 
Virginia City siuce 1866. Worked 
for Mackey & Fair. Have a wife and 
four children. Worked for Col. 
Moore since September 3d. Came to 
Reno September 27th in John Logan's 
wagon. Got in at 11 o'clock. Took 
our tools and went to the N. 4 O. 
round house. Logan showed us where 
to go to work. Worked till noon, 
then came to the office. Logan told 
us “to-day was pay day avy how.” 
There were six of us in the office. We 
dug 10 or 15 feet of ditch before noon 
2 or 3 feet wide to take water into the 
round house. Cogan sent us up. 
Cogan came in from Camp Six in a 
buggy With Murphy. Went to the 
office with the other men. There was 
no pay coming to me, but to the 
others, I went with them. Cogan 
told us that Col. Moore would be there 
at 1 o'clock or before. When he 
came in he asked Cogan what was the 
matter with these meu. He said they 
wanted their pay. Ile started to un- 
roll some papers but # row com- 
menced inside. Cogan got up and 
went over to Col. Moore. I saw 
Fowler, Balch and Scoville go into 
the middle room. Heard the 
meeting called to order. Some one 
called for some water and then the 
shooting commenced. Did not hear 
Fowler say Come on boys and do 
your duty.” When the shooting began 
I went across the street. About even- 
ing | went back to camp. went 
back and quit. Coming back we were 
subpoenaed, and so, as we had to 
stay, we went back to work. 
I couldn’t live without work. 

Cross-examined by Deal—We were 
allowed time when moving camp, and 
we cialmed the time for being ap at 4 
o'clock. Cogan said he brought these 
men to get their pay. Moore asked 
him if he had their names. Cogan did 
not go back into the seat at the desk 
in the southwest corner again, Saw 
Cogan again after the row with a 
bright pistol, It was across the road, 
10 or 15 minutes after the shooting. 
He said: Mike, you can see there is 
no shots fired out of this pistol.” He 
revolved the cylinder and I saw them 
all loaded. The handle was dark, tlie 
barrel bright. Am boarding at Tim 
Killaney’s. Don't board at Conroy’s. 
I never said: This is the only time 
I was ever hired to fight and it will be 
the last.“ I never was hired to fight, 
and could not be hired to. We all 
went back that night to quit and 
leaves They did not get their pay. 

I was not armed that day, nor any 
of the others. Saw Balch come out 
of the house after the shooting and 
taken awayina.wagon. Mr. Cogan 
went up to him first; Balch said; ‘‘l 
am shot.“ Cogan showed me his pis: 
sol first. 


Lindsay here handed Mike Murphy 
a Catholic prayer book and said: 
„Mike, I would iike to ask you if you 
will kiss that book, (banding him a 
Cathoiic prayer book, with a cross in 
the back). Mike said: “yes, I will.” 
He reached out, and, rising from his 
seat, said in an impressive manner:

Mike Meaher sworn, and kissed the 
prayer book—live in Grass valley;

I had not 
been psid anything before: I had 
never seen any one paid in town be- 
fore; had seen some paid out at the 
camps. I had eighteen days due in 
August; I got $1 50 a day as spiker 
and 81 26as a laborer. Murphy is 
steward at Camp 6; He used to be 
aspiker. 

I did not hear Cogan say: Lou 
can go to town and I wont ask you to 
go anywhere I wont go myself.“ 1 
did not expect or suspect that I was 
expected to take 4 hand in any 
trouble. I heard that evening at camp 
that there was some trouble in town. 
The men asked me what I was going 
to do and said there might be trouble. 

told them I was coming down to 

work, I did not say at the camp fire 
that night that Cogan told me he 
dida't want me to go anywhere he 
wouldn't go. I never said that at any 
time. He never told me any such 
thing and I couldn’tsay it. Cogan told 
us Coming down in the wagon that we 
should go to the office to get our 
till Colonel! 
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Hadn’t time to ask for my pay. 
I thought there was trouble, and 1

say: “Come in,“ and saw men rushing 
in. Coyan got up when Moore came 
in, and when I went out he was up 
with Moore at the high desk in 
the southwest corner. I saw Cogan 
again iu half an hour, more or less, at 
the depot. Maloney was with me.

In addi- 
tion to butter, there was a display of 
fruits and vegetables raised in Sierra 
and Humbug. Valleys. Mr. E. P. 
Dolly was awarded first prize for ap- 
ples, cabbage, rutabagas, and Carrots. 
Mr. A. Trimble, first prize for pota- 
toes and turnips. Mr. T. P. Debman, 
first prize for parsnips and beets.
